On the night of 9th February, 1970, some dacoiN belong- 
ing to the gangs of notorious outlaws Mai khan Singh and 
Swaran Singh kidnapped ten persons from villages Rfidhan- 
pura and Dhand-Ghalunpur in Kota District, The Police 
party under the command of the Deputy Inspector General 
of Police was sent in pursuit of the dacoits. On 16th 
February, 1970. information was received by the Police that 
the dacoits had been seen in village Bagalda in Morena Dis- 
trict of Madhya Pradesh. The Police party was divided into 
groups and they surrounded the village. On seeing the Police 
action from all the sides, the dacoits took shelter in a big 
heap of Jowar fodder. Shri Ram Rattan who was leading a 
Platoon, after scorching four huts, started interrogating the 
occupants at a distance of hardly 8-9 yards from the heap of 
fodder. The dacoits who waited in ambush in the fodder 
heap suddenly opened fire on Shri Ram Rattan who received 
a bullet injury on his shoulder above the collar bone. But 
undaunted, he opened fire on the dacoits. The dacoits now 
retraced and entered deep in the fodder stock and continued 
filing toward* the position of the Police from all sides. The 
encounter continued for four hours in which three dacoits 
were killed.

2 . Financial Font ion 

The total income ot the Port during the year amounted t° 
Ra. 2317.85 lakhs as against Rs 2292.88 Ukh$ in the pre 
vious year, on the basis of the revised accounting system. 
The increase of Rs. 24.97 lakh;* was mainly du^ to rationali- 
zation ot the doc kwharfage schedule with effect from 1st 
April, 1969, revision of rates of monthly tenancies and 
monthly leases from 1st Oc t ober > 1968 and sub*M.autial j\.eu- 
vrry of outstanding arreais. 

The total expenditure amounted to Rs, 2149.33 lakhs as 
against R^. 1876.07 lakhs in the previous year on the revised 
basis of accounting. The increase of Rs, 273.26 lakhs in 
expenditure was mainly due to revision m the rates of pay 
and allowances of the employees with effect from 1st 
January, 1969 in accordance with the recommendations of 
lbs Cential Wage Board for Port and Dock workers, increases 
in rates of dearness allowance payable to employees, increas- 
ed expenditure on operation, and maintenance of Port and 
Dock facilities including wharf cranes and crane vessels, 
special rcpaiis to Dry Dock Caisson, intensification ot Port 
^couritv a«d commissioning of the Port Trust Hospital 

Fhe balances in the Capital Account and in the various 
other Reserve Funds as on 31 si March, 1970 were ns

The net balance available for further Capital outlay as on 
31st March, 1970 amounted to Rs, 24 crores, after setting 
aside Rs. 10 crous tor meeting ontoresc+m and emergent 
expenditure. 

Of the outstanding debt of Rs. 11.42 croies, th; amount 
duo to the public wus Rs. 4.09 croxes and to Government 
Rs. 6.46 crores, the balance of Rs, 0.87 crore* being internal 
ioans held by the Trustees themselves. For repayment of 
loans, the Trustees have built up n balance of Rs, 5.57 crores 
in the General Sinking Fund and Rs, 2.30 crores in a Sus- 
pense Account to repay the loan taken from Government for 
the Murine Oil Terminal. 

3. Ttaffic 

The Port handled a total cargo of 15.04 million tonnes 
dining 1969-70, of which imports accounted for 11.44 
million tonnes and exports 3.60 million tonnes. 

The corresponding figures of imports and exports during 
the picvious year were 12.10 and 4.30 million tonnes res- 
pectively, totalling 16.40 million tonnes. The total traffic 
handled by the port was thus 1.36 million tonnes less than 
in the previous year. 

Decline in traffic was mainly attributable to the rigorous- 
import substitution and increased indigenous production, par- 
ticularly due to the considerable reduction in the imports of 
foodgrains, fertilisers and fertiliser feedstock, Exports also 
declined as compared to the previous year. 

4 Shipping 

The number oi \essels which entered the Pott during the

No r F.C.U(58)/70.~ The ravages caused by the Tecsta- 
lursa, Jaldhaka and other tributaries of Brahmaputra river 
m North Bengal duo to floods have been a matter of con- 
siderable concern to the Government of India as well as the 
Government of West Bengal. In order to provide reasonable 
protection to the people of North Bengal from the recurrent 
damage by the floods in these rivers, it is necessary that an 
integrated plan to tackle the problem of flood and erosion is 
prepared and implemented speedily. For ensuring close co- 
operation of Government of India in this task and to facili- 
tate prompt and effective action in the formulation and imple- 
mentation of a comprehensive and coordinated plan for flood 
control, the Government of India have, in consultation with 
the State Government of West Bengal, decided set up the 
North Bengal Flood Control Board. 

2. The Board will consist of the following :

1* Union Minister of Irrigation & Power. 

Members 

2. Principal Adviser to Governor of West Bengal. 

3, Adviser to the Governor of West Bengal inchargc of 
Irrigation and flood control, 

4* Adviser to Governor of West Bengal inchargc of 
Agriculture. 

5. Chairman, North Bengal Flood Control Commission. 

3. The Board will be assisted by a whole-time Secretary to 
be appointed by the Government of West Bengal in consulta- 
tion with the Government of India. The headquarters of the 
Board will be situated nt Jnlpaiguri/Siliguri. 

4. The Board will be a high-powered policy making body 
and will decide priorities in the implementation of the various 
flood control schemes. The Board will accord sanction to 
estimates and approve (he allocation of funds. 

5. The Board will frame its own rules of business, 

6. For preparing a comprehensive plan for flood control of 
the North Bengal rivers and for execution of works, the West 
Bengal Government will set up a whole-time organisation viz 
North Bengal Flood Control Commission. The Chairman of 
the North Bengal Flood Control Commission will be an ex - 
officio Member of the North Bengal Flood Control Board. 
The Chairman and Members of the Commission will be 
appointed by the State Government in consultation with the 
Government of India. 

7. The Government of West Bengal will also set up a 
Board of Technical Consultants to review the work of the 
Commission and to advise on the problems that may arise 
during planning, design and execution of flood control 
schemes. The Chairman of this Board will be nominated by 
the Chairman off the* North Bengal Flood Control Board.
